NEW SCANDAL IN COLORADO, 


Railroad Vice President and Post- 
master Arrested for Bribery. 


BUY VOTES FOR GOY. ADAMS? 
State Senator Says They Gave Him 
$750 and Promised as Much More. 


Denver, Colo., March 6—([Special.J— 
James M. Herbert, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the Colorado and Southern 
railway and Daniel Sullivan, postmaster at 
Cripple Creek, were accused today of con- 
spiracy and bribery in offering to pay $1/500 
for an Adame vote in connection with the 
gubernatorial contest. R. W. Morgan, state 
senator, made the charges in the joint legis- 
lative convention that is hearing the argu- 
ments in the contest for the governor’s seat. 

Almost simultaneously with Morgan’s 
charges eight informations charging bribery 
and conspiracy were filed against Herbert 
and Sullivan in the Criminal court by Dis- 
trict Attorney Stidgers Each gave bond in 
the sum of $5,000. The district attorney said 
his prompt action was due to the fact that 
he had received information of the affair 
from Senatof Morgan on Saturday. 

The accused men not only deny having 
offered the bribe, Dut also declare that Mor- 
gan solicited a bribe of $1,500 from them, 
that he was insistent, and had “ shaved “ the 
amount of $3,000, that originally, he had 
asked, to $1,500. 

Morgan Springs His Charge. | 
. Charges have been published freely in the 
local newspapers that a fund has been raised 
by corporations and is being used to pur- 
chase votes for Peabody, but no notice of 
them was taken by the general assembly.

In the latter Cannon makes a series of 
charges. He accuses President Smith of 
trying to build up his personal power by the 
sacrifice of the interest of the church. He 
charges violation of agreements with the 
United States government and accuses the 
president of “ taking the daughters of his’ 
subjects and bestowing them upor his favor- 
ttes.”” He also alleges President Smith has 
“taken property which belonged to the 
widow and to the orphan and has absorbed 
it into the possession of the crown,” and has 
oppressed poor members of the church to | 
enrich himself. 


Cannon Replies Hotly at Trial. 


Forma! charges against Cannon were filed 
by Elder William G. Rackham of the Fifth 
ward in Ogden, where Mr. Cannon's resi- 
dence ts. The two editorials are offered in 
substantiation of the charges of un-Christian 
conduct and apostasy. A hearing was held 
on Feb. 24 in the vestry of the Fifth ward 
meeting house in Ogden, before the ward 
bishopric. 

Cannon filed a comprehensive written en- 
swer, in which he admitted writing the edi- 
terials and declined to retract them. He de- 
clared the course of President Smith, if con- 
tunued, would be sure te work great hard- 
ship on the Mormon people, and he main- 
tained that all his charges against Smith 
are true.

Letter of the Mayor. 


"The mayor expressed his views of the sit-

“The principal. obstacle to a settlement of 
the traction question, as far.as the west and 
north divisions’ of the city are concerned, 
has béen the complex financial arrangements 
and relations of the successive corporations 
to which have been. granted from time to 
time street railway privileges and which 
stom time to time issued bonds and pre- 
ferred and common stock. 

“In its negotiations the city has been un- 
able to find any person with authority to 
speak for the so-called underlying compa- 
nies or the stockholders and bondholders of 
any of the companies, except perhaps the 
Union Traction company, 

“This complicated condition should also 
be taken into account in the drafting of an 
ordinance for the waiver of the existing 
street railway rights, in the making of a 
grant in lieu thereof and the re- 
habilitation of the properties. 


Must Clear Off All Liens. 


“TI believe that the ordinance for the west 
and north divisions should contain a clause 
providing that it should.not go into effect 
until all of the different series of bonds and 
stocks are canceled and surrendered, so 
that there may be no question that the waiver 
of the alleged rights under the so-called 

“ninety-nine year act’ is effective and final. 


“It may be urged that the insertion of such | 


a condition in the ordinances will put. it in 
the power of the owners of underlying secur- 
ities to demand unreasonable terms for the 
surrender of their paper, but the answer to 
this objection is that there must be a com- 
plete consolidation of interests before the 
necessary capital can be obtained by the new 
company for the rehabilitation of the lines. 


Imposes No New Obstacle. | 


“The ordinance, therefore, would in such 
case require no more than will be absolutely 
necessary to finance the project, because it 
would be impossible to sell the bonds of the 
new company until the prior incumbrances 
upon the roads have been got out of the 
way. When this is done there can be no

BOARD INFORMED IT WOULD BE 


Walls Crumbling and Ceilings Ready 
to Fall—Cost of Thorough Overhaul- 


ing Pat at $130,000, and Result 


Would Be Only Temporary at Best— 
Report of City Officials Put on File 
Pending Vote on Bond Issue for 
New Stractr~e. 


The report. of the city building department 
condemning the county building was placed 
on file yesterday by the county board till 
after the vote on a $5,000,000 bond issue for 
a new structure. 

The paper was sent by the mayor to Presi- 
dent Brundage, who in turn laid it before 
the board, calling especial attention to the 
closing words, which are: 

“As a general proposition, I would say any 
money spent on this building, other than what 
is necessary for the immediate safety of the 
employés and public, is wasted money.” 

Building a Menace. 

sg building is declared to be a menace 

to employés and to the public. The report 


says: 
“The most dangerous part of the building 
is the large stone projections on the outside, 


the outside members of which are not more: 


than two inches thick, and most of them dis- 
integrated. 

“ All these should be cut off as far back as 
is found necessary for public safety. Some 
of the wall coping is loose and should be taken 
off and reset. This work ought to be done, 
and four fire escapes ought to be erected right 
away. 

*“*Some of the keystones in the arches are 
loose and the exterior of the building needs 
a general overhauling. 


Must Be Repaired Often. 

“Tf this building is permitted to remain, 
this overhauling and repairing will have 
to be done at short intervals, for the reason 
that the stone will keep on disintegrating 
until there is none of it left. 

“In the interior of the building some of the 
plaster frieze or cornice should be removed, 
and wherever there are any cracks fn the 
plastering of the ceilings or walls, the same 
should be thoroughly examined to find out 
if it is loose.”’ 

The building inspectors found that the 
jury room of Judge Gary’s court, which is 
used for the isolation of jurors for twelve 
hours or more at the time, has no windows 
or other means of ventilation. 

The report contains in detail a list of imper- 
fections that were found by the inspectors: 
The cost of a thorough retapranngiee is 
mated at $130,000. 


Vote to Indemnify only. 

The board took action on the report of 
State’s Attorney Healy that he had in his 
possession $5,763 collected upon fees and 
bond forfeitures, and asking instruction as 
to its disposition. President Brundage sub- 
mitted a resolution providing that the sum 
be paid into the county tfeasury and that 
should a suit be brought against Mr. Healy 
the county will defend it and indemnify him 
against loss. Mr. Healy will be protected 
from any claim of the county Seperation: 
ent of schools. 


SRIKE MANY SUPP 


LABORERS AT EAST CHICAGO MILLS 
CAUSE MUCH TROUBLE. 


Two Hundred and Fifty Employes of 
Republic Iron and Steel Plant Walk 
Out and 1,500 Are Made Idle—Dis- 
contented Ones Riot and the Police 
Have Trouble in Restoring Order— 

Officials Say Work Will Be Resumed 
in a Few Days. 


Fifteen hundred men, of them skilled 
workmen, were thrown out of work when 
250 laborers employed by the Republic Iron 
and Steel company at East Chicago, Ind. 
struck yesterday morning. The men demand 
an increase of wages of 15 centsaday. Riots 
followed the strike, and the police of East 
Chicago were called upon to queligthe dis- 
turbance. 

The trouble began Sunday morning when 
the laborers were informed that hereafter 
they would ‘be paid the regular scale for 
Sunday work, instead of an additional two 
hours’ pay, as had been the custom since the 
strike of last year. The men struck, but re- . 
turned to work yesterday only-to demand an 
increase in wages amounting to 16 cents a 
day. When this demand was refused the 
men walked out, tying up. every department 
of the mills, 

In the afternoon the many ot 
whom were armed with clabs and stones, 
caused trouble at the mills, breaking win- 
dows and threatening to wreck the buildings. 
A riot call was sent in, and the police were 
forced to use their clubs to quell the dis- 
turbance. Officiads say the places of the 
strikers will be filled and work resumed ina 
few days. 

Complication in Fuller Strike. 

Michael Naughton, contractor for mafble 
work on the bank floor of the Rector build- 
ing, was drawn into the labor troubles which 
have stopped work on the building yester- 
day afternoon when union teamsters refused 
to haul materials for him As a result all 
work on this building, as well as the North- 
western building, Franklin street and Jack- 
son boulevard, is at a standstill.

Victorien Sardou wrote ‘“‘ The Sorceress ”’ 
for Sarah Bernhardt, and in an interview 
had with him soon after the play’s comple- 
tion he is reported to have said that it would 
suffice to please the Parisian public for a 
short time, and then would be good for Eng- 
lish and American exportation. Whether 
the master melodramatist of France was re- 
ported correctly or not it is impossible to 
know, but that he was conscious of not hav- 
ing produced ‘in “‘ The Sorceress ”’ one of his 
ablest works is not improbabia. He, there- 
; fore, easily might have made the statement 
credited to him, had he been impolitic enough 
to do so. 

The Parisian public or any other public 
scarcely would care for this latest play of his 
for any great length of time, and, as for the 
exportation value, London and “ the prov- 
inces’’ accepted the piece calmly and in- 
differently when Mme. Bernhardt offered it 
to them last summer, and the eastern cities 
of the United States have received it in 
similar fashion during the months Mrs. Pat- 
rick Campbell presented it there. 

An unfortunate accident necessitated the 
sudden termination of Mrs. Campbell's tour, 
and it was reported that she would be una- 
ble to play again this’season. Luckily the 
results of her fall were not so sefious as 
was feared at first, and last evening at 
Powers’ theater, in the presence of an audi- 
ence unusually fashionable in character, she 
resumed her interrupted tour and presented 
for the first time in Chicago the Sardou melo- 
drama. The admired Englishwoman ap- 
peared to be in the best, of health and spirits. 
She is possibly slightly thinner than when 
last seen here, but there was no hint in her 
walk or bearing of any lameness resultant 
from her fall. 


. “The Sorceress’ is unmistakably by Sar- 


dou, and unmistakably was written«with 
Mme. Bernhardt in mind for the central char- 
acter—any one in the least familiar with the 
previous creations of the skillful French 
playwright for his gifted countrywoman 
would instantly recognize these facts. There 
is the same opportunity offered for the dis- 
play of historical stage pageantry, the same 
passionate nature given to the woman Mme. 
Bernhardt is to impersonate, the same hold- 
ing off of the “ big moment ”’ until the fourth 
act is. reached, and the same chance for a 
Bernhardtian blaze of sudden fury and 
tense emotion in that * big moment ’’ when it 
does arrive, that are to be found in every 
one of the later plays he has prepared for her. 
' In “ The Sorceress *”’ the woman is Moorish 
and is gifted with hypnotic powers, and with 
that knowledge of medicine whichin the days 
of the Inquisition was deemed the hand- 
maiden of witchcraft and black art. She is 
less tigerish in nature than are the majority 
of the Sardou heroines, for she devotes her- 
self to the healing and helping of the poor, 
and while she is passionate in her loving, she 
is willing to sacrifice herself and her love for 
the sake of the man on whom she has be- 
stowed her affection. Her one fierce emotion 
is the hatred she feels for the Spanish op- 

rs of her country and her people. And 
it is the expression of this hatred which gives 
rise to the ** big moment ”’ in the play. 


Zoraya, this Moorish woman, has. been 
accused of being a sorceress. She has met 
Don Enriquez, a Spanish soldier and noble- 
man, and he has fallen deeply in love with 
her. It is death for a Spaniard and a Moor 
to have aught tado with each other, and she 
and her lover meet in secret. He comes to 
tell her that he is watched and must not come 
again for two weeks. He leaves and the 
daughter of the governor of Toledo js 
brought to her to be cured of somnambulism. 
Zoraya cures the girl by use of hypnotic 
suggestion. Scarcely has the girl departed, 
however, when news is brought of her in- 
tended marriage that day to Don Enriquez. 
Zoraya goes to the bride, throws her into 
a sleep from which she cannot be wakened, 
faces the false lover, and learns that the 
marriage has been one of political conven- 
fence, not of desire. : 


Jatter is killed. The lovers flee, but are 
‘captured, and Zoraya is brought before the 
tribunal of the inquisition. Here comes the 
“big "’ moment. The grand inquisitor uses 
crazed and intimidated witnesses to iestify 
to Zoraya's being a sorceress, and endd@ by 
asking her why she has not become a Chris- 


tian. The answer is a denunciation of her. 


Christian tormentors, which affords oppor- 
tunity for an overwhelming display of fierce 
passion and hatred. Close on this outburst 
follows a peculiarty Sardouesque turn. Don 
Enrique2’s father-in-law, the governor of To- 
ledo, comes to plead for his son-in-law’s life, 
and the grand ingmisitor makes clear to

It is this fourth act in which Mme. Bern- 
hardt achieves one of her remarkable tours 
de force and last season thrilled her Parisian 
and London audiences, and it was in this 
same scene that Mrs. Campbell had her 
greatest opportunity last evening. The Eng- 


‘lish actress, while not equal to effacing the 


impression left by Mme. Bernhardt’s torren- 
tial outburst of sarcastic fury and flerce 
hatred in this act, nevertheless carried 
through the trying denunciation with unex- 
pected power. She graded it judiciously so 
that the suggestion of reserve force was 
retained even in the climax, and in the 
subsequent scene of . self-accusation she 
showed by a few swift gestures and quick 
changes of facial expression the mental 
struggles Zoraya was enduring. It was the 
most impassioned piece of acting Mrs. Camp- 
bell has yet offered her Chicago admirers, 
and. last evening they were hearty in their 
approval.

canal, so that the board may take the neces- 
sary legal steps to.close the places and 
prosecute the owners. 

“T never knew of this poolroom at Byrne- 
ville, and I don’t want to be placed in that 
position again. Our police were derelict in 
not keeping*the board informed.” 

It was a special meeting of the committee 
on health and public order, called by Chair- 
man Smyth to consider the question of 
gambling on sanitary district property, and 
all members of the board participated. . 

Trustee Smyth said last night that his un- 
derstanding of the law was that the sanitary 
district police only had authority under the 
tewnship, city, and county officials. 

“ They can file information," he said, “ but 
I don’t believe they can conduct raids. They 
have authority in Chicago, but are subord!- 
nate to the police. If they can put a stop to 
poolrooms by securing evidence, I, for one, 
am in favor of their doing it.” 

A similar opinion was expressed by James 
Todd, attorney for the board. 

Du Page Grand Jury Starts Work. 

The Du Page county grand jury at Whea- 
ton began a preliminary investigation into 
the evidence against the owners of the pool- 
room at Byrneville. Deputy Sheriff Gorham 
assured the members the poolroom was 
within the limits of the county, and a news- 
paper reporter told his experiences ‘Inside 
the stockade.

Judge Reagan, Sole Survivor, Dies in 
Palestine, Tex., of Quick Pneu- 
monia Attack. 


Palestine, Tex., March 6.—Judge John H. 
Reagan, sole surviving member of t®e con- 
federate cabinet, died here today of pneu- 
monia. He was 86 years old. He had been in 
failing health for a year or more. 

Judge Reagan was in Houston on Thursday 
transacting business. When he returned 
home he complained of trouble in his lungs 
and on Sunday pneumonia set in. 

John H. Reagan, as a member of the con- 
federate cabinet, held the postmaster gener- 
alship portfolio. After the civil war he was 
elected District judge in Texas and later to 
the United States senate. After retiring from 
the senate Judge Reagan was appointed 
chairman of the state railroad commission, 
but resigned a few years ago.

Not Indicated—Mizs Berner Is Ques- 
tioned and Scouts Suggestion Mis- 
tress Was Tired of Life—San Fran- 
cisco Pclice Busy—Examine Two. 


HONOLULU, March 6—That strychnine 
poison caused the death of Mrs. Stanford was 
stated by Dr. C. B. Wood, one of the autopsy 
physicians, who testified at the coroner’s 
inquest this afternoon that the symptoms 
found by him and other physicians indicated 
this. The different organs, he said, failed to 


| show any sufficient cause for death from | 
disease. 


Dr. F. R. Day. another of the physicians 


-who conducted the autopsy, agreed with Dr. 


Wood that strychnine poisoning was the only 
cause of death indicated. 

The first witness examined by the coroner’s 
jury wae Miss Berner, who had been Mrs. 
Stanford's secretary for the last twenty 
years, and who came to Honolulu with her. 
Miss Berner, who was examined by Deputy 
High Sheriff Rawlins, said Mrs. Stanford 
had left San Francisco on the advice of her 
brother, her physician, and her attorney, 
following the discovery that strychnine had 
been placed tn her drinking water. : 


Tells of the Last Illness. 

Miss Berner helped her mistress back to 
her room and induced her to drink several 
glasses of hot water. Meantimie a doctor ar- 

ed. Mrs. Stanford told the physician she 
believed she had been poisoned. Miss Ber- 
ner-tescribed. Mrs. Stanford’s last moments 
and then Attorney General Andrews ques- 
tioned Miss Berner regarding the bottle of bi- 
carbonate of soda. The witness. said it was 
Mrs. Stanford’s custom to take the soda only 
occasionally, and added: 

**No one knew of this custom, so far as I 
am aware, but myself, May Hunt, and Nora 
Hopkins, an employé at the Stanford resi- 
dence.”’ 

Questioned by Deputy High Sheriff Rawlins 
with regard to the possibility of Mrs. Stan- 
ford having committed suicide, Miss Berner 
expressed pity for any one who could be 
driven to such a conclusion.

“NOW FAMILY'IS DESTITUTE.

Fred Krappman, an iron molder, who stole

‘European fleets circumnavigating South 
America, armed with international writs of 
execution and ready to set the goods and 
chattels of the unfortunate Spanish-Amer- 
ican hankrupts out on the sidewalk on the 
Slightest provocation. 

‘Aside from this general principle the 

meeting of the foreign relations cémmittee 

this morning demonstrated that the treaty 
surely will be amended not only in its gen- 
eral provisions but in the preamble itself, 
which declares: the United States, “ viewing 
}@ny attempt on the part of governments out- 
side of this hemisphere to oppress or to con- 
trol the destiny of the Dominican republic 
as a manifestation of an unfriendly disposi- 
tion toward the United States,” proposes to 
enter into this treaty, etc. This declaration, 
it if said, is entirely gratuitous and of a 
‘character not usually included in treaties 
which are to be published to the world. The 
senators fear this will be interpreted by 
European nations as a distinct threat. 

It has therefore been agreed informally to 
eliminate this paragraph entirely, on the 
ground it is better to let the Monroe doc- 
trine be more or less intangible and not incor- 
porate it in this fashion in a treaty which will 
be supplied to every nation in the world. In 


fact, it was intimated in the executive ses- | 


sion in the senate today that this particular 
paragraph of the preamble already had been 
made the subject of protest by European 
nations.. 


Senators Fear Effect of Message. 

Another subject of criticism in the senate 
has been the concluding paragraph of the 
president’s message, which accompanied the 
treaty, and this, too, it is feared may result 
in some embarrassing suggestions or pro- 
tests from foreign countries. This para- 
graph in question, which was written by 
President Roosevelt with characteristic 
frankness, is as follows: 
1 attention to the urgent need of 
pro action on this matter. Wenow have 
a great opportunity to secure peace and sta- 
bility in the island without friction or blood- 
shed by acting in accordance with the cordia! 
invitation of the governmental! authorities 
themselves. It may be unfortunate. from 
every standpoint if we fail to grasp this op- 
pertunity; for such failure probably will 
mean increasing revolutionary violence in 
Santo Domingo, and very possibly some em- 
barrassing foreign complications in addi- 
tion. This protocol affords a practical test 
of the efficiency of the United States govern- 
ment in maintaining the Monroe doctrine.” 


MUST ARGUE DRAINAGE CASE. 


United States Supreme Court Not to Pass 
on Bridge Mandamus Against Bur- 


lington Road Except on Merits. 


Washington, D. C., March 6.—[Special. 
Chief Justice Fuller today announced from 
the bench of the Supreme court that that 
tribunal would not dismiss the case of the 
sanitary district trustees against the Chi- 
cago, Burlington ‘and Quincy railroad, nor 
affirm the decision of the Illinois Supreme 
court until all afgurments dealing with the 
merits of the case had been made. On June 
24 last the sanitary trustees directed the Bur- 
lington- railroad to construct.a new bridge 
over the Rob Roy creek at Bristol, Kendall! 
county, claiming the old bridge was an‘ob- 
struction to the drainage canal. 

The trustees filed a petition for a writ of 
mandamus in the Circuit court of Kendall 
county directed to the raflroad, and requir- 
ing it to construct, enlarge, deepen, and 
widen the waterway over and across the 
drainage canal, and to construct a railroad 
bridge across the waterway. The railroad 
company demurred to the petition and the 
demurrer was overruled. The railroad 


com y decided to stand by its demurrer, 
and writ of mandamus was ordered as 
prayed for in the petition, From the order of 


the Circuit court of Kendall county the rail- 
road company appealed to the Supreme court 
of Illinois. The case then went to the United 


to operate as a supersedeas. 

Attorneys for the Burlington made a mo- 
tion to have the case dismissed. or the decis- 
ion of the Supreme court of Ilinois affirmed, 
The court today declined to act, and wil] not 
do so until the case has been argued on its 
merits. This case is an important one, as it 
involves the authority of the sanitary dis- 
trict to order the construction of bridges 
across the canal.

It.is said that Secretary Shaw ig re- 
solved to leave the treasury department next 
’ February, when he will have served four full 
years. In that case the president will have 
to find next year another capable man foran 
important office. 

Mr, Cortelyou was appointed the first 
secretary of the department of commerce 
and labor by President Roosevelt, but re- 
signed in order to take charge of the repub- 
lican présigential campaign. The presidant 
has a high idea of his ability to fill almost 
.any position satisfactorily and hence has 
given him another cabinet office. Mr. Moody 
also has filled two. President Roosevelt 
first made him secretary of the navy and 
then transferred him to the attorney gen- 
eralship. 


HAVE WE AN APHRODITE AMONGST 
’ The art world of New York City is great- 
ly excited over the bility “that an 
Aphrodite has appeared in its midst—not 
a mere every day Aphrodite but a genuine 
antique reproduction in marble of the 
“foam born ”’ who rose from the sea—of the 
Aphrodite wrought by. Praxiteles, and, 
next to the Zeus of Phidias, most famous 
of all the masterpieces of antiquity. The 
metropolitan critics have been writing 
learned disquisitions upon Aphrodites in 
particular and Greek art in general. Con- 
noisseurs have been wrangling over her 
| guthenticity. Boston’s unfortunate Bac- 
chante did not create such a stir as this 
Aphrodite has done since she sought to. 
enter the halls of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art. The directors of that institution 
are not disposed to accept the credentials 
without rigid investigation; and they are 
riglit, for they have recently been sadly 
imposed upon with fictitious antiques and 


morality, a# in the case of the Bacchante, 
ut of identity. Is this the Aphrodite | 
whom Praxiteles chiseled with “sad sin- 
¢cerity,” or is she an Aphrodite any sculptor 
may have made? 

‘If this be the genuine Aphrodite of Prax- 
iteles, now some twenty-five centuries old, 
the question naturally arises how she got 
away from Greece, a land swarming with 
connoisseurs, and archmsologists, and art 
expeditions, withont being discovered and 
¢laimed by the Greek government. It is 
doubtful whether there is more than one 
genuine work of Praxiteles in the Bu- 
ropean galleries—the Hermes and Dio- 
nysus discovered at Olympia. Can it be 
possible that such a find would elude the 
sharp eyes of the art experts, who have 
| reduced their work to such a science that 
identification is almost a matter of certain- 
ty? Again, it is well known that this 
Aphrodite has been in this country for 
nearly fifteen years. Why, then, has she 
remained incog until now? For the last ten 
years she bas been reposing in a storage 
warehouse in New York City—she, Aphro- 
dite, the wonder of the world! 

But, and this “ but ’”’ raises a well ground-' 
ed doubt of Aphrodite’s genuineness, she 
came to Chicago in 1893 and was not rec- 
ognized. It was the year of the Colum-
